Jfotel Matter Again- 


There was a sad tragedy in Newport 


on Sunday last, when Thomas Fred 
Allen, a well known business man of 
ihis city, met bjs death as the result of 
a scutlle. 
The news spread rapidly 


throughout the city and ills many 
friends were surprised and shocked at 
the tragic occurrence. 


Mr. Allen had been enjoying a sail in 


his cat boat, as was customary with him 
on Sunday' afternoons, and made a 
lauding at the wharf on the Maitland 
estate. There was a small party of 
young men lounging about the w'liarf 
and while Mr. Allen was securing his 
boat there was an exchange of words 
between him and those on the shore, 
lie came ashore to continue the dis- 
pute and eventually there was a struggle 
between him and William H. Kirby, 
during which Alleu fell or was struck 
or pushed, striking his head. After the 
fall he lay still aud the youug men be- 
came frightened. 
They did what they 


could to restore him to consciousness 
and sent Tor assistance, but without 
avail. Death probably resulted instant 
ly. 


The ambulance wns sentto the scene 


and th-j body was taken to Cottrell's 
undertaking establishment, where an 
autopsy was performed, showing that 
death was due to hemorrh ige of the 
brain.

STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


As there has been much misunder- 


standing, and, it is feared, much mis- 
represemalion about theactionofthe H. 
I. Baptist Suite Convention In the case 
of Edward A. Johnson, who holds the 
position of pa.-tor of ihe First Hup- 
list Church in Newport, a brief state- 
ment of facts teems necessary. 


In the autumn of 1901 several mem- 


bers of the church having heard reports 
reflecting upon Ihe moral character and 
ministerial standing of the pastor, aud 
Involving Ins conduct in Newport as 
well as In his previous pastorates, aud 
having had their confidence shaken in 
his Integrity, asked counsel of several 
ministers In the denomination as to 
what course they should take. 
Hav- 


ingilisiened to their statements these 
ministers In fraternal spirit sought » 
personal interview with him, hoping 
he might be able, if possible, to an- 
swer the charges and exonerate him- 
self. 
Two interviews were had, not 


with him alone nsdesired. but with him 
and ollicers of his church, iu which 
the charge* were reviewed, and he 
had every opportunity offered him to 
meet and refute them. It was hoped 
that the painful mittter might be ad- 
justed without publicity, and the peace 
and prosperity of the church he pre- 
served. 


The interviews and correspondence 


which followed proved unsuccessful; s:x 
months were consumed iu patient and 
anxious tll'ort. 
His statements were 


positively contradicted by abundant 
evidence which had been received. The 
aggrieved members were then advised 
to present the facts in their possession 
to the church, and ask for a inuluid 
council.to investigate the whole matter 
and reach ajust decision. This proper 
request, the Standing Committee of 
which Mr. Johnson is the chairman,re- 
fused to grant. 


This refusal led to the necessity of a

Provision wasaleo made for the erec- 
tion at Pern, the proposed seat of the 
refinery, of a brauch of the peniten- 
tiary to contain enough convicts to 
work the oil plant. The State treasurer 
and the warden of the penitentiary de- 
clined to sign the bonds authori/.ed to 
be issued under the bill. The attorney- 
general brought mandamus proceed- 
ings to compel the officers referred to 
to sign the bonds, but the Supreme 
Court declared the act to be In contra- 
vention of the constitutional provision 
above mentioned, for the reason that 
the construction or operation of such a 
relinery would l« a work of Interns! 
Improvement.

ARMY WORM VISITS THE UHAIX 


FIELD—During la»l week the armv 
worm was discovered iu several grain 
fields ou the Island. By Sunday ho 
wasgettiug in >ome quite effective work 
aud farmers begun to mow their grain 
hoping to arrest 
the eating of the 


heads. 
Where the worms were nu- 


merous the cutting rather facilitated 
the eating, aud only the grain unvig. 
ited was saved by the operation. The 
worms appear large as though they 
had been feeding for sometime aud had 
nearly run tneir course. They Hist de- 
vour the tender grass at the bottom of 
the grain aud then the leaf of the latter, 
afterwards unubliuic off the oats aud 
barley. The devastation iu some fields 
is complete, ouly the stem of the grain 
remaining. The worm has not been 
much in evidence since 1896, when 
grain was eaten in the same manuer as 
this year. In the early sixties the worms 
came iu great numbers aud did much 
damage to grass and grain. In their 
subsequent visitations of 1876,18SO, ISSo 
aud 1896, the ravages were far less ei- 
ensive. A dry spring seems to favor 
their generating, and the most fertile 
fields are sought for depositing the 
larvie from which they are evolved. 


CKUI'OL'TI.OOK.—The buying season 


is well advanced. The crop harvested 
is thought to be below the average. A 
lack of copious showers iu April and 
May was iu large measure the cause 
of the shortage. Excepting during the 
present week there have not beeu many 
whole days of sunshine aud ihe pres- 
ence of fog aud clouds prevented auy 
rapid progress iu hay-makiug. Much 
of the barley and oats bad to be cut be- 
fore maturing ou account of the army- 
worm aud there is little prospect for a 
harvest In small grain. 
Where not 


totally destroyed the remnant will not 
warrant threshing. In some fields of 
potatoes blight has appeared. The in- 
tense heat of July has promoted the 
growth of Indian corn aud it uow is as 
high as the enclosing fences and begins 
to put forth the tassel. Vegetation of 
all kinds is fast maturing, the heated 
and humid atmosphere aud the occa- 
sioual showers all coniributmg to Its 
rapid development. 
Krult also shows 


ou the trees and indicates that it, too, 
feels the stimulus of the hot summer 
weather. 
Iu some orchards there is 


seen quite an abundance of apples, with 
pears, peaches and other kinds of fruit 
in prospect.

Japanese peace commission now on 
its way to this country is a shrewd

He first went out to Japan 
as American vice cousul and as deputy 
to the turbulent Ueueral Van Bureu, 
whose term of office as consul geueral

xperleuce for their 
statesmanship.

He will 
preneut iu bis uvxl unman* toC'ouitrew 
tbe atrouge»t poMlble argument m 
favor »f delegating to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission tbe power to 
tix rate* wherever Ihe existing sched- 
ules are found, ou exauiiuatiou, to be 
uujuat, tbe rates fixed b; tbe Commis- 
sion to take edect Immediately and to 
go into effect witbiu from thirty to 
sixty days aud la remain Iu force until 
and unless set a*lde by the courts. 
The ^reat effort of tbe railways will be 
to prevent auy rate set by tbe Inter- 
state Commerce Commission from 
goiug into effect until approved by the 
courts. Thin would lueau, of course, 
that tbe wealthy railroads would keep 
every contest Iu the courts for years, 
taking appeal after appeal, until the 
unfortunate shipper who bad made 
the complaint was exhausted, finan- 
cially ruined., or dead. 


With the law advocated by tbe Pres- 


ident once ou the statutes it is probable 
that there would be comparatively few 
instances in which tbe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission would feel it neces- 
sary to fix rates for the reason that the 
railroads themselves, knowing that 
such a power existed, would take care 
to make reasonable aud just rates. 
There might be numerous complaints 
to the Commission but there would 
probably be few Instances where the 
Co.i •mission would flud it-necessary to 
exercise its rate-making power.

The appointment of M. Witte, vice 


M. MuraviefT, as chief Hussiau pleni- 
potentiary to tbe coming peace confer- 
ence Is regarded as au exceptionally 
favorable indication that a lasting 
peace will be the result of the confer- 
ence. Although It has been impolitic 
to discuss it, it is uow admitted that 
grave apprehension was felt over the 
selection of M. Muravleffaud tbe Rus- 
sian peace party had from the first 
urged that M. Witte, who opposed the 
war with Japan originally aud who 
has long been asincereadvocateof peace, 
be substituted. The arrangements are 
lielng rapidly perfected for the meeting 
of the conference which is to occur 
early in August at |the Portsmouth 
navy yard. The place is ideally situ- 
ated for such meeting. The navy yard 
occupies au Islaud iu the mouth of tbe 
harbor where uoue may land without 
permission from the commandant aud 
intruders can thus be kept at a dis- 
tance.

The Chinese communication is briefly 


worded and is so expressed

China has not yet takrn this step for 


several reasons.
